On the conirarv 
the future is brighter than ever, and

Sioux War. 


BISMARCK, August 4. 


The notorious 
Ruin-iu-the-Faoe, 


accompanied by 220 lodges, it is re- 
jorted, has arrivel at Standing Bock 
Agency, since the rumored change 
of management 
to 
the military. 


Rain in the-Face is tbe same who 
killed Gen. Ouster and had a war 
daico over Tom Cutter's heart. 
He 


murdered the trader of Stanley's ex- 
pedition in 1873 and. afterwards ex 
bibited his scalp at the agency.. 
He 


is now iu with hundreds of others, 
and, no doubt, will insist upon his 
disposition to bo a good Indian. 


Early last week the determination 


of the Government in relation to the 
Sioux agencies was known, and Col. 
Biuko, agent at the Standing Bock, 
said to the chiefs: "You have always 
said your 3 oung men were on this 
reservation. Now, I wont to see 
jour young men here on Saturday 
and want them to stay here here- 
after.'' So, runners were dispatched 
in every direction, and the result was 
that more Indians were lonnd at the 
agency on Saturday than at any time 
for months. 


WASHINGTON, August 3. 


Qeueral Sherman and the Secre- 


tary of War were in attendance this 
morning before the House Commit 
tee on Military Affairs, ia reference 
to the Senate bill now before that 
committee for the increasing of cav- 
alry regiments for operations against 
the Sioux. The General favored the 
bill and explained that in his opin 
ion the present force could whip the 
Indiana if the latter kept together, 
but in case they separated, the sol- 
diers would be compelled to do the 
same, and there might be danger 
He then detailed the strength of the 
army and present situation of the 
various regiments. In answer to an 
inquiry whether troops could be 
bpaied from the SouJ.li to reinforce 
tbe army iu the Indian country 
Sherman said: "I am compelled to 
answer that they can not be spared 
because those who aie mtriibted will 
power judge their presence there 
necessary. That decision is to me 
sacred and final."

Sherman—It is hardly right to ask 


n soldier for his opinion behind his 
duty. We ought not to form an 
opinion. 
The strength of Crook's

Sherman—I think they aie scatter 


ing now. Ciook and Terry aro both 
eitrcmely careful, prudent and cau 
tious men, and will not attack the 
Indians in position until they can 
give them a tremendous, whipping.

lowing resolution originally intro- 
duced by Bepresentative Elaine, bul 
amended by the Committee: 


Besolved, By the Senate and House 


of Bepresentatives of 
the Unitec 


States of America, in Congress assem- 
bled, two-thirds of each House con- 
curring therein, that the following 
be proposed to the several States oi 
the United States, as an amendment 
to the Constitution, namely: 


Article Sixteenth—No State shall 


make a law respecting an establish- 
ment of religion or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof, and no money 
raised by taxation in any State for the 
support 
of 
public schools, 
or 


darned from any public fund there- 
fore, nor any public lands donated 
thereto, shall ever be under the ocmj 
trol of any religion!) sect or denomi- 
nation; nor shall any funds HO raised 
or lands so used be divided among 
any religious sect or denomination. 


This article shall not enlarge or 


diminish legislative power in Con- 
gress.
